steroids, antibiotics, and anti-inflamma- 
tory enzymes. 

Because of the diversity of its actions, 
much more clinical study will be 
needed before physicians can form a 
final opinion on lysozyme. 


EMIGRANT DOCTORS 


A recent statistical survey, published 
in the British Medical Journal, shows that, 
in the last decade, 4,900 doctors trained 
in British medical schools left the UK. 

Of the 4,900, the majority, 3,600, are 
now registered in the following coun- 
tries: Australia, Canada, New Zealand, 
United States of America, South Africa, 
Northern Rhodesia and Southern 
Rhodesia. In order of importance, 
Canada, Australia and the United 
States registered the greatest inflow. 

The number of emigrants is nearly a 
quarter of the average annual output 
from the British medical schools. 

From the report, it is difficult to find 
out with accuracy why doctors are emi- 
grating on this scale; however, the new 
residents have given some of the reasons 
which induced them to migrate. For 
example, the exodus to the United 


States is caused, to a great extent, by 
the attractions of excellent resear~h 
facilities and higher salaries. 

Half the British doctors living in the 
USA are teachers or research scien- 
tists in full-time appointments. The 
proportion of UK doctors working in 
academic medicine is much lower in 
Canada and in Australia. Australia, in 
particular, appears to have attracted 
general practitioners dissatisfied with 
conditions in Britain. Many considered 
general practice in England as a low 
status position.
